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1. This action is in response to the amendment filed on 8/9/04. 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-7, 9-13, 15-19 have been amended. 

3. Claims 20-23 have been added. 

4. In view of applicant's argument filed on 8/9/04, the rejection of claims 1-19 under 35 
USC 102(a) made in the earlier office action is hereby withdrawn. 

5. Claims 1-23 have been allowed.
